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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because in the figures 6A and 6B filed 5/4/2001 following DRAWING 
deficiencies have been noted: 

the character of the lines, numbers and letters is poor in all the Figures; 

the illustrations are penetrated or traversed by a solid or broken line that is not 
intended to be part of the drawing, such as a dark line caused by a flaw in the copying 
process; 

the drawings are obscure and marred by black smudges, obliterations, or 
fax/copier marks; and 

numbers, letters, or reference characters in the drawings are illegibly 
handwritten. 

Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 24-32 are allowed. Claim 24 is independent and claims 25-32 are its 
dependencies. Claims 30-31 were previously withdrawn as non-elected species and are 
now included in the Allowable subject matter as the independent claim 24 is in condition 
for allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With reference to claim 24, the prior art of record, either alone or combined, 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a method of providing customized billing 
services, comprising, inter alia, as a whole, the steps of providing a plurality of 
software objects, at least certain of which are capable of accessing an outside source, 
accessing one or more other software objects, or creating one or more new software 
objects, each object being operative to acquire and process data specific to a bill or the 
recipient thereof, configuring a subset of the software objects to generate customized 
bill content for a particular bill recipient, repetitively invoking the software objects of 
the subset, and any software objects that they access or create, until all of the objects 
have completed the data acquisition and processing actions required to generate the 
customized bill content; and producing a bill by formatting the customized bill content for 
the particular bill recipient (see Board decision mailed 1 1/28/2008, see pages 9 -12). 
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4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 



Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Jaiswal et al. (US Patent 6,002,754, see at least Figs 3-1 1 and col.4, line 40- 
col.6, line 29) and Haseltime et al. (US 200301 91 701 A1 , see at least paragraphs 9, 1 1 , 
33-34, 36, 41 and 43) teach a billing process and formatter by acquiring raw billing data 
and using a software object to prepare a bill or invoice as per the user's preferences. 
However, Jaiswal et al. and Haseltime et al. do not anticipate or render obvious, either 
alone or combined, as a whole, the steps of f providing a plurality of software objects, at 
least certain of which are capable of accessing an outside source, accessing one or 
more other software objects, or creating one or more new software objects, each object 
being operative to acquire and process data specific to a bill or the recipient thereof, 
configuring a subset of the software objects to generate customized bill content for a 
particular bill recipient, repetitively invoking the software objects of 
the subset, and any software objects that they access or create, until all of the objects 
have completed the data acquisition and processing actions required to generate the 
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customized bill content: and producing a bill by formatting the customized bill content for 
the particular bill recipient.
